They are generally unwilling even to say 
anything. I know of instances in which they refused to appear and I know of no 
instance in which any agent ever appeared. Sven after they retire, this is very 
raro© 

Of course he cannot bo confined involuntarily, without a court order or 
someone aignlng for it* like you* 

If he is confined under any other conditions, getting Mm out would be no 
problem* 

However, unauthorized confinement could mean a very large lawsuit, so it is 
not easy to believe that this happened. 

He says he is puzzled and scared, and I can believe that. 

Can you pS»ase enlighten me? 

Wiwhile, will you please tell Mm that I did receive his letter anti that 
I've written you instead of addressing Mm at the clinic. Thanks.
